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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Amendments filed 03/21/2008 have been entered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Thomas Kocovsky, Jr. (No. 28,383) on 7/18/2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In Claim 1 , line 16, "(f) compbining the" has been replaced by - - (f) combining 

the-- 

In Claim 9, line 1 , "Computer program" has been replaced by - - A computer 
readable medium encoded with a program - - 
In Claim 9, line 14, delete "and" 

In Claim 9, line 16, the period has been replaced by a semicolon 

In Claim 9, line 17, insert - - and (f) generating an updated estimated image. - - 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 and 7-17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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With regards to independent claim 1 , the prior art fails to teach a method of 
performing iterative data reconstruction comprising the steps of: filtering the weighted 
projection data differences to generate a filtered projection difference for each of the 
projection angles, when taken in combination with the other limitations of the claim. 

Dependent claims 2-5 and 7 are allowable by virtue of their dependency. 

With regards to independent claim 8 , the prior art fails to teach an image 
processor for performing an iterative data reconstruction, wherein the image processor 
is configured to iteratively perform the following operation: filtering the difference for 
each of the projection directions with a filter function derived from the differences 
determined in prior iterations to generate a plurality of filtered differences, when taken in 
combination with the other limitations of the claim. 

Dependent claims 1 0-1 3 are allowable by virtue of their dependency. 

With regards to independent claim 9 , the prior art fails to teach a method 
comprising: filtering the differences resulting in a filtered difference, when taken in 
combination with the other limitations of the claim. 

Dependent claims 1 4-1 7 are allowable by virtue of their dependency 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 1 1 , filed 03/12/2008, with respect to claim 2 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claim 2 has been 
withdrawn. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The following patents are cited to further show: 

Cheng et al. (US 5,909,476) shows difference between measured and predicted 
data obtaining an additive iterative deblurring (Col. 6 Lines 15-30) and a relaxation 
factor computed via backprojection (Col. 8 Lines 5-10) 

Mueller et al. (Rapid 3-D Cone-Beam Reconstruction with Simultaneous 
Algebraic Reconstruction Technique (SART) Using 2-D Texture Mapping Hardware) 
shows correction/updating for a voxel to be performed for each volue (page 1228 
Equation 2). Calculated projection image is subtracted from the acquired projection 
image. Then the resulting image is divided by the weight image at that orientation. A 
weight image holds the sum of weights - this sum of weights is equivalent to the 
intersection distance of a ray with a solid sphere (page 1229 note: B. Correction Image 
Computation) 

Chlewicki (3D Simultaneous Algebraic Reconstruction Technique for Cone- 
Beam Projections) shows a correction to the jth cell is obtained by first calculating the 
difference between measured ray-sum and the computed ray-sum, normalizing this 
difference (page 15)
